LIBRARY by Marjorie L. Scott 


I have managed to get a Commodore 64 donated to our little branch library and the 
involvement has grown in so many directions we can’t keep up with them. I held a three hour 
rkshop every day last week and the response was terrific. I identified the machinery, 

C pfered an incite into primary programming in BASIC and explained how the incorporation of 
different programs into one master program produced different results. I took my myriad of 
disks to demonstrate the variety of software available, and took requests. Those attending 
ranged from age 10 to 83 years old, the sexes were split nearly equal, and included a 
(reading) literacy student, a college student, a retired college professor, the 
superintendent of schools, a prison tutor, and a young mother with a nursing child. 


With help I have started other classes using the computer at the library. One of my 
favorite programs is "Spanish ABC", which came on an early Loadstar magazine disk. I 
enlisted a spanish-speaking gal and showed her the operation of the Commodore that I got 
donated to our little branch library. She conducts classes with the program, and all of the 
pupils find it fun and educational. With her pronounciation, the visual words, and quizzes, 
they are actually learning to use the language. Wish they had one for French. 


I use "Bridge Buddy" with the flourishing bridge class that we hold at the library. With 
the aid of a local bridge-whiz, who further explains why bids and plays are made, the hands 
are played correctly and incorrectly to compare the results. 


We have a young man, ex-marine with a shooting related injury, who comes to the library once 
a week to improve his concentration and motor skills. Wis aged mother drives him and he has 
to use a walker to laborously get from the car to the computer in the library. I prepared 
him his own personal disk (with his name in the title) which includes some missle runs, 
helicoptor rescues, car-maze games, Loadstar’s "Burgertime", and others that use the 
joystick, primarily. 


(™-her than this one motor-skill problem, we try to address only literacy at the library. 
sur Literacy students (adult) are tutored one-to-one with provided reading materials. We 
augment this with "Evelyn Wood’s Dynamic Reader" and several programs from Loadstar: 
"Speedread" (using LVA’s list of sightwords, "Quizbang", "Watch Your Language", "Wheel of 
Fortune" and the variety of crossword puzzles. My pupil, a twenty-something mother of two 
has completed her instruction after two years. She has her first job, driver’s lisense, and 
additional respect from her kids and husband. She comes in on her own now and boots up her 
favorite program or new ones that I have left for her. I find a great deal of pride in not 
being needed. 


A computer is the ticket for a simi-intrevert like me. I find myself so in awe that I must 
share my exuberance. It has opened more doors for me than reading the written word has 
opened doors for the illiterate.

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“ MISINFORMATION WATCH by Maurice Jones 


Publications dedicated to our beloved eight bit machines too often contain statements 
which are misleading, or sometimes just plain WRONG. | 

In the April issue of COMPUTE, Gazette section, Randy Thompson, editor of Programmer’ 
Page, discusses the DIM command. He considers it "weird" that one might use statements Line? 
DIM X and DIMAS and says,"Now the obvious question: Why would you want to use DIM on 
anything other than arrays? There really is no good reason-unless your goal is to confuse 
anyone who might be peeking at your program listing". 

THE FACTS: BASIC stores simple variables immediately after the end of the code and 
stores arrays at the end of simple variables. Space is assigned only when a variable is 
first referenced, just as Mr. Thompson says in his article, and therein lies the problem 
with his statement. If the arrays are DIMed at the beginning of the program, as usual, the 
arrays will have space reserved immediately after the code. Now when a simple variable is 
introduced, all the arrays have to be moved up to make room for the new variable. This 
happens EVERY time a new variable is introduced. This can lead to some very sluggish 
programs. If the simple variables are all included in a DIM statement BEFORE the arrays are 
DiMed, mo arrays will have to be moved. The following program proves the point. 


10 DIM A(12,100) ,B(14,50) 
20 T=TI 

SO X=7:V=3 

40 PRINT "TIME IS "sTI-T 


Run the program, and note the time. Then add the line 5S DIM X,V and run it again. 
Ironically, one of the featured articles in the same issue is called "Writing Faster BASIC 
Programs". 

Perhaps Mr. Thompson should keep up with the other publications in the eight-bit world. 
On LOADSTAR #65, more than a year ago, I explained this idea in detail and provided a demo 
to prave the noint. In the Jan/Feb 19%°1 RUN, Stepnen Dirschauer discusses the same idea in 
an article called "Breaking the Basic Speed Limit". \ 

Since BASIC searches the variable list from the first to the last, listing the most 
used variables early in your "weird" DIM statements also saves time. Happy programming. 


MAGNAVOX PROBLEM By Bill Wolff 


I have known about Jean’s Magnavox monitor problems for a long time now. ( see March 
Mailink, page 2). I, too, have had problems with mine as well, but mot as bad as Jean’s. I 
have two Magnavoxs Color Monitors composite/RGB types. One is a CMBS562 (purchased May87) 
model while the other is a (M8764 (purchased Oct90) and both are used on two different C128 
computers. The CMB562 worked for a week and then the horizontal transistor bit the dust. I 
had taken it to the Magnavox Service Department in Chicago and I got it a week later and 
things have been fine. Just lately, the screen would only slightly change raster size. It 
doesn’t seem to act up much, but something different then it used to do. The CM8764 I 
also purchased new, but it was the last one at Computer Direct and seemed to have some 
problems with it. I brought it into the Service Department in Chicago and the silly cable 
‘was bad and that’s all. This monitor also sometimes has a high voltage arc and the screen 
would flash (blank). Since I used to service televisions, this is sometimes normal, depends 
on the design of the high voltage circuit. So far both have been in the shop when brand new, 
but since then are holding up fine. Both monitors are, I guess, the same versions of each 
other except one is newer than the other. The older monitor seems to have slightly better 
resolution, while the newer ome has a better color red. I like the style of the mewer one 
while the older one seems to be more rugged. Otherwise there isn’t that much difference. It 
appears these monitors are now very hard to find. 
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FIVE YEARS OF MEETING 64/128 USERS THROUGH THE MAIL

The May, 1986 Compute’s Gazette had "The 64 User Group of America” in their list of user 
groups. The president was Kirby Herazy, a Danville, IL. high school student. Those who 
responded began to correspond with Kirby, and he encouraged them to write to other members. 
There were no regular mailings, no newsletter, and mo dues. Costs were borne by Kirby, who 
put out all material on his printer. The group grew to about 30 during the following year. 
The name was changed to "Meeting 64/128 Users Through the Mail" when Kirby acquired a C-128. 
In the spring of 1987, Kirby found the work burdensome and asked me to take over the 
presidency. 

An informative letter and an application form were sent to each person who inquired 
about the group. Those who returned the application received a copy of the membership list. 
At Ed Hettler’s suggestion, this had a little "bio" on each member telling about their 
computer equipment and interests. The first newsletter, 4 pages, went out in September 1987. 
Donations from a few people covered the cost. As of the end of the year, membership was 37. 
Dues Of $5 were set for 1988, foreign members did not pay dues. Only 22 rejoined for 1988 
but membership grew rapidly during the first months of that year. 

Brian Vaughan took over the task of maintaining membership records and providing mailing 
labels for the newsletter, and Bill Robinson became newsletter editor. The newsletter had 
been named The Commodore Mail Link, Elly Carey was the winner of a contest to select the 
name. The July, 1988 issue of the Commodore Mail Link was edited by Bill, it was a much more 
professional publication. Bill and his wife, May, mailed it out. Bill also started producing 
a disk version of the newsletter. 

Late in 1988 Elly Carey became our treasurer. She set up a bank account and a system 
that was a big improvement over my rather slap-dash financial records. By the end of the 
vear we had 103 members. Dues for 1989 were set at $9 and foreign members were required to 

y gues plus a postal fee. OF the 1988 members, about 60 rejoined. By the end of 1989, 
(embership was 113, 80 rejoined for 1990 at dues of $10. 

The January 1990 Commodore Mail Link was Bill Robinson’s last issue; he resigned in 
order to have more time for other interests. Jean Nance, Bill Lyons, Aaron Peromsik, Bob and 
Allie Hunter and Lonnie Smathers were guest editors for the remaining 1990 issues. Elly 
Carey took over the responsibility of mailing the newsletter. In the fall, production of the 
disk Commodore MaiLink was taken over by Paul McAleer. Jim Green volunteered to distribute 
its 

Membership was 245 at the end of 1990, 172 of those rejoined for 1991, at $12 ques. At 
present, membership is (224). Guest editors of the 1991 Commodore MaiLink have been Bill 
Lyons, Jean Nance, and Lawrence Chin. Doug McNees and Joe Garrison will edit the July and 
September issues. 

Who are the old timers in "Meeting 64/128 Users Through the Mail?" Ed Hettler and 
Jean Nance joined in 1986, Ann Anderson and Elly Carey in 1987. New members in 1988 were: 
Kit Baggley, Bob Bruggemeyer, Marian Burkhardt, George Childs, Hugh Cleveland, Truman 
Cleveland, Percy Cutrer, Don Droege, Bob Efaw, Jolene Ehret, Richard Fernandez, John 
Hambright, Egon Kornicer, Bill Lyons, John Miller, Peter Natale, Terry Parsons, Terry 
Puckett, Gladys Rheinhardt, Bill Robinson, Erich Schildt, A.B. Sharon, Vernon Smith, Joe 
' Toms, Don Trayes, Peggy Trimble, and Brian Vaughan. 
Some members worry about the January slump in membership, but it is to be expected. 
The present membership gives everyone a good choice of correspondents, and provides plenty 
of submissions for the MaiLink. Members are always welcome but there is mo benefit in having 
a huge group. We could certainly attract more people if we promised more. However, our 
policy is to.promise only what we can do well, and to provide everything we promise. This 
has kept the group flourishing for five years, while by-mail “user groups" with more 
\bitious programs come and go.

Don Peterson, president of Computer Foundation for Handicapped Children (CFHC) SY 
answered. The first thing I learned is that, despite the name, CFHC is serving all who need 
the foundation’s services no matter what the age. CFHC will be a wonderful and satisfying 
place for that unused equipment, extra software, and computer supplies. Programming skills 
are also needed. 

Some Meeting 64/128 members could also benefit from an association with CFHC. Don told 
me that blind programmers have developed C64 utilities for the blind. I also learned the 
Foundation is using TWS with SAM and it sounds like they could teach us some things about 
that. There are more exciting and interesting things going on at CFHC and Don has promised 
to send more information and keep Mail Link informed. If you donate directly to CFHC, 
mention Meeting 64/128 Users and Mail Link. 

Here is that information release sent by CFHC... 


"The Foundation is dedicated to improving the quality of life for handicapped children 
and adults by use of personal computers. Primary objectives are communication, early 
learning, general education and fun." 

"There are programs for the non-verbal, blind, deaf, deafblind, retarded and severely 
physically handicapped in all combinations. Many of the programs can be operated with a 
Single switch by head nodding, eyebrow lifting, a puff of air or a sound. Others are 
operated with a joystick, the keyboard or voice. There are many talking programs for the 
blind including word processors, a terminal program and a typer." 

"CFHC has a very large public domain disk library that is predominately for the 
Commodore 64 but there is also a large collection for the Apple II series. There are 
separate listings for the handicapped and for education.” 

"Many C64, CizsB and Appie II users have discovered a new and satisfying outiet for 
their hobby. Special education teachers in both public and private schools need your help \ 
using these programs for greatly improving the life quality of countless children. The 
Foundation furnishes disks of the programs to schools, institutions and user groups for a 
handling charge of $2.50 per disk side. Ask for the free listings."

REU UPGRADES By Bill Wolff 


This is offered as a addition to Brian Vaughan’s article in the March Mailink — I personally 
have upgraded C1764 REUs to S1iZ2K and it is mo big deal for those that are handy at 
soldering. You only have to add 8 more RAM chips (41256) to the empty slots in the board and 
that’s all that is needed. To upgrade a C1700 though, you need to remove all 16 RAM chips 
(4164) and replace them with 41256 type and cut a pad on the back side of the board. This 
can be a big mess unless you are good at this. I have spent the last 14 years doing this, so 
no big deal for me. That is about it. I have been thinking about doing a 2 MEG upgrade, but 
I already have two 512K REUs and it seems to be enough for me now.

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ORPHANS ARE COMPUTERS TOO by Bill Robinson 

Sometimes it’s an advantage to be an orphan—especially when there’s a lot of them and they 
all belong to the same family. 


Recently I answered a classified adlet in the Portland Oregon Oregonian newspaper. iI need\_/ 
some replacement hardware and the price listed for a 1571 drive was right. The person who 
answered only laughed and said all the Commodore equipment had been sold the first day the 

ad appeared. 


Gut of curiosity, I called all the remaining Commodore classified ads in that issue--I think 
there were about five. In each case the equipment was long gone and ome previous owner had 
become so distracted by calls he had made a special answering machine message: "If you’re 
calling about the Commodore computer equipment, it has all been sold. Sorry". 


Obviously C64/128 computing is still alive and doing well. 


C64/128 hardware bargains appear often but getting there ahead of others is not always easy. 
Meanwhile, I’ve noticed that genuine, original, used, C64 software is creeping slowly upward 
from the previous giveaway prices of only months ago. That must be the Law of Supply and 
Demand working. C64 reference material is definitely increasing in price; especially old 
magazines like the discontinued Ahoy !. 


C64 hardware bargains make the use of extra computers possible in ways that could not be 
afforded a short time ago. Here are a few examples I’ve heard about and some I use myself. 


While the C64 may lack multi-processing and memory, the use of two computers, side by sice, 
does away with a lot of those disadvantages. (They can use the same monitor, or one can use 
a monochrome often available for less than $50.) While your main C64 chugs away at word 
processing, the other can be ready with utilities to handle files or disk chores. While or 
computer slaves away with Print Shop, the other can be available to write letters or play WV) 
games. 


If you find a great C64 computer bargain, you can have extra computers for spouse, children, 
or simply available in other rooms. I have one ina box in the motor home that can be set 
up and running in two minutes—and all the pieces were purchased, used, for less than $100. 
Try beating that price with a new portable or laptop! 


An extra C64 can be available for three-day chess games or any special applications that 
interest you, especially those that require computer time. In fact, if C64 used hardware 
continues to stay at low prices, replacing equipment will be more economical that repairing 
ee 


As I said, there are advantages to orphanage and I’m certain you can think of a few to add 
to this list.

Paul McAleer asks — Should headlines and graphics be smoothed in GeoPublish 
for LaserWriter output? 


J. M. Gordon Sloan asks - I use GEOS 2.0 on a C-64. I have heard GEOS can 
print in columns 

(editor —- See use of the "overlay" Paint Driver) 

Bob Hunter has sent me a couple items he has prepared using GeoPublish. His 
daughter’s Christmas newsletter and his school’s chess club bulletin. They 
appear well done and I’m sure if you have questions about use of GeoPublish, 
he could probably answer them. 

George Childs also puts out a newsletter called "NO NEWS NEWSLETTER" that I 
find quite humorous. He does this newsletter using GeoPaint. 
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Peter Underhill gives the following tip - 

I have GEOS 128 and use it with a 60 dpi printer. When using GeoPaint, I 
find that I have trouble getting the right proportions in my pictures. 
First I go to a fresh screen, and completely fill in with grid lines from 
the options menu, then print it out. Next I bought a sheet of acetate film 
from a stationary store. I cut a piece the same size as my paper, then I 
placed the acetate over the paper with the grid lines on it and copied the 
lines onto the acetate with a felt tip pen. Now when I want to make a 
drawing, I first make a rough outline of the drawing I want to make ona 
piece of scrap paper, place the acetate over it and I can get a good idea of 
where to place my drawing on the screen. Of course I have to put the grid 
lines on the screen when making the drawing, then erase them after words. 
EDITOR - This is a follow up to Brian Vaughan’s article on GEOWIZARD in the 
March Mailink. I have found a excellent use of the program when using 
GeoPublish. As you know, you must put your graphic in a scrap for using it 
in GeoPublish. This would normally cause you to close the GeoPublish 
documment you are working on, open a GeoPaint file (or a photo album) and 
put the graphic ina scrap. Then reopen the GeoPublish documnent you are 
working on to use the scrap. With GEQWIZARD installed in your system, you 
can do all of this with the pressing of a few keys without ever leaving your 
GeoPublish document. I’m sure there is many other uses of GEQWIZARD, but 
this alone is a big help.

disk drive, well do I have a tip for you. I used to reset the drive with pen all the time 

and I decided I just will have to do something about it. Well I thought about removing the 
Switch and extending it out and it looked like it would take about a good three hours to do 
everything. Then I looked around for something to extend the reset switch without all that One 
trouble. I have found a McDonald’s straw cut to the right length does the trick and works 

very well. It even feels much different then the computer’s main reset switch which is very 
close anyway. Now the computer’s reset is much harder to access then the disk drive reset. 
Maybe I ought to add a part of a straw for that one as well?

For those having problems formatting disks, line up the small pin hole on the disk itself 
with the 1/4" hole in the disk sleeve. You have to manually hold the inner disk with the 
ring while spinning its sleeve till you see the pin hole in the 1/4" hole. 


TWS MULTIPLE COLUMNS by Emil Kalar 
TWS output is in screen code just like Speedscript. Therefore Speed Columns (a Speedscript 
related program) will accept TWS output in case one wants to print more than two columns. 


TIP CORRECTION by Jim Green = 
Tn the March mailink on page 6 under Quick line delete, there was an error in the poke 
instruction. It should read POKE 774,26 and not 24. 


SPEEDSCRIPT HINT — Brian Vaughan 


If you are using Shift-—Control-P to print a SEQ file to disk, the resultant file will have a 
disjointed format. This is because the default margins are saved with the file. To cure 
this, put the Printer Format Commands [tJOC1IJOCrJ7O at the top of your file. If you are 
saving a large file and want to avoid the carriage returns between pages, add (bJ255 to the 
top of your file. Also, do not use more than one carriage return between lines or 
paragraphs. Your file will be saved in C= PET ASCII format. If you want to save the file in 
true ASCII format, add an Cal as the first character in the top line. In these examples, the 
"C J" brackets mean that you hold down the Control key while pressing the number "3", then 
follow by typing the letter or numbers inside the brackets. Do not use spaces between these 
commands.
